6. Confider how careful the People of Eng- 
land ought to be, to wait and attend the motions 
of the Spirit of the Church of Rome, leſt it Infinuaze 
it ſelf into Authority, and get its intended Advan- 
rage and Purpoſe againſt the Proteſtants and their 
Cauſe, and advance it ſelf againit them, and pro- 
mote its on Intereſt, and deſtroy and over-turn 
theirs; for without all Controverſie that ſame Spi- 
rit is now at work to agitate ts de ſires, and ac- 
cording to its old courſe, it is Hatching and Con- 
triving how to promote it ſelf, and to deſtroy all 
that s contrary ; It is undermining, and ſecretly 
ſarmiſing its ts overthrow that it ſelf may 
be exalted ; for the Spiritis diligent in its way to 
take the beſt occaſion for its ſelf advantage as is 
manifeſt by ſe mper idem. Ane therefore the Peo- 
ple of Englaud alſo to be careful and diligent 
in their Cauſe to preſerve themſelves and their In- 
_ w_ rhe defeat of cs Church of Rome, and 
they ought to watch againſt that Spirit, to it 
in mbjecion;under Authority * 
not to exalt it into command over them, leſt they 
be fubjected to the Idolatries and and 
Perſecutiom of that Spirit to their own Deſtructi- 
on both of Perſons, Eſtates and Religion, for that 
Spirit will attempt always to rale, and if it rule, 
then will follow conſequently an utter over- 
throw of the Proteſtants Perſons and Canfe, 
that will be the effect of the Authority of it, tho 
it may bear hand in hand in ſeeming love and good 
agreement with the Proteſtants till it hath gain'd 
his defired end over them, which is to promote it 
ſelf and to ſubdue by burning and cruel torture all 
that which is contrary to it. Let the People of 

gland confider this matter now while it is time 
and be watchful over the motions of that Spirit, & 
not put confidence in it too far, nor to commit 
too much credit upon it even as they love their 
AP and peace, which are concerned in this
